Charlie.” 

He could be seen almost any 
day as he slowly .walked the 
perimeter of Court Square, don- 
ning a floppy leather hat and 
denim overalls, with a large 
gunnysack hanging over his 
shoulder, His eyes twinkled as 
they met those of anyone who 
cared’ to stop for few seconds 
and greet him. He’d tip the brim 
of his hat, say a few words, and 
be on his way. He seemed espe- 
cially to enjoy attention from 
children, 

According to the popular 
genealogical Web site ances- 
try.com <http://ancestry,com>, 
Charlie Potter was born in 
March of 1854 and died in 
January of 1976. In 1965, at the 
age of 111, he was issued a 
Social Security , Number. 
Local lore contends that Uncle 
Charlie was the last living per- 
son in'Alabama who had been a 
slave; however, documentation 
to this effect has thus far eluded 
those who have cared to 
research the matter. Likewise, 
we can’t-be completely sure of 
the accuracy of the aforemen- 
tioned Web site, as it can report 
only the facts that, its sources 
provide, which are widely sub- 
jected to fallacy.

Vic Davis loves training his 
dogs for coyote hunting and 
field trial competitions, but, 
Davis worries his sport will 
soon be no more if changes are 
not made to hunting laws in 
Alabama, 

Davis is one of several local 
hunters that formed a group now 
referred to as the Organization 
of Ethical Game Laws. They are 
seeking changes to Alabama 
hunting laws that would allow 
for hunters to buy, sell and 
transport coyotes within the 
state. 

Currently, Davis said hunters 
cannot buy, sell or transport 
wild game such as coyote due to 
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an “outdated” law, He said sur- 
rounding states such as Florida, 
Georgia and Mississippi have 
laws that allow the hunt of nui- 
sance animals such as coyote, 
and the local hunters are only 
asking for the same in Alabama, 

Without a change in the law, 
the coyote hunters are only 
allowed to hunt the game 
already in an existing enclosure, 


They cannot trap and bring new 
game to the enclosure, which 
Davis said will eventually ruin 
their sport. 

This has been the law for 
years, but Davis said it was 
overlooked. However, due to 
recent high-profile animal cruel- 
ty cases, he said the issue has 
become a problem locally. 

Davis believes there is a lot of 


misrepresentation about his 


sport. 


He said the dogs used to run ~ 


the animals are scent dogs. They 
are raised in. @ kennel and 
trained for field trials and pleas- 
ure hunting, Their purpose is to 
pick up on the scent of the game 
and try and locate it, 

Davis’ kennel, Victory 
Kennel, currently holds 35 dogs
